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Economists: Country 
faces deep recession

NEW YORK The U.S. has not endured a deep and pro- 
longed recession in more than a quarter century- 
enough time for many Americans to forget what one 
feels like. 

But unlike the last two relatively short recessions, 
this one could be much longer and more severe, 
potentially bringing with it anxiety and job losses 
not seen in many years, 

“In thinking about recessions, people will naturally 
think back to the last couple " in the early 1990s and 
in 2001, said Paul Ashworth, senior IIS. economist 
at Capital Economics in Toronto. "What they should 
be looking back at is further.” 

That requires dredging up memories of the 
economic slides in the 1970s, when an Arab oil 
embargo starved the nation of energy and the early 
1980s, when unemployment and inflation soared. 

The last recession — coinciding with the collapse 
of the tech stock bubble and the terrorist attacks of 
2001 — lasted just eight months. It was known more 
for the slow “jobless" recovery that followed than for 
the depth of the downturn. 

Many economists agree that the nation wont be 
so fortunate this time. 

“I don’t think we can escape damage to the real 
economy" former Federal Reserve Chairman Paul 
Volcker said this week. “1 think we almost inevitably 
face a considerable recession/' 

Current Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke delivered 
a more measured, but similarly grave assessment to 
economists, saying the financial turmoil “may well

lengthen the period of weak economic performance 
and further increase the risks to growth," 

The signs of stress are starting to show: The U.S. 


has lost 760,000 jobs since late last year, and retail 
sales in September plunged 1.2 percent, the largest 
drop in three years.

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Vote for industry 
of plastic crap 

In less than three weeks, U.S. voters will cast their ballots for the US. 
presidency. For many of us, our No. i concern on Nov. 4 will be the 
economy specifically what el feet the depressed housing market is 
having on the marriages of husband -and -wife real estate agent teams. 

But how much can a new president actually affect the economy? 
Some economists say very little — that the well-being of any economy 
is cyclical, that the market needs time to stabilize, that even a dramat- 
ic comeback this holiday shopping season by the Furby won’t help. 

In short, the economy, like viewers of “The Steve Wilkos Show/’ 
doesn't know and doesn't care who ? s president. 

Still, there are some ways in which everyone agrees the upcom- 
ing election pitting Barack Obama against John McCain and Ralph 
Nader against What's Left of His Reputation could have an immedi- 
ate impact on some vital sectors of the economy 

For starters, the 1 -shirt industry has been heavily banking on an 
Obama victory, with 85 percent of all T-shirts printed this year say- 
ing either “Barack V Rolf 1 or “Barack Is My Homcboy ” Needless to 
say if Obama loses, the repercussions for both Urban Outfitters and 
Afrocentric gift shops will be dire. 

We’d be hit especially hard here in Chicago, where we're still 
reeling from a sharp downturn during the second half of the base- 
ball season in sales of affectionate-but-stUlwery- racist Kosuke 
Fukudome memorabilia. 

On the flip side, if McCain is victorious, expect Sarah Palin eyeglass- 
es to keep flying off the shelves. On the other hand, if McCain loses, 
the psychiatric community will financially benefit, as those who bought 
Palin glasses will hopefully lace reality and get the help they need. 

The travel industry also has a lot at stake this election. Many 
Americans enjoy visiting the place from which their president hails 
(unless its Crawford, lexas). lSo, if McCain wins, Arizona tourism 
will get a boost. That's fine, but travel agents and Web sites all are 
praying for an Obama victory— and thus increased vacation book- 
ings to Chicago, Hawaii, Indonesia, Kansas, Kenya and the Heavens. 

The breakdown of how other industries would benefit is more 
obvious. If Obama wins, that’s good for three-ring binder makers; if 
McCain wins, eraser manufacturers benefit. If Obama wins, orange 
producers celebrate; a McCain victory will bring much joy to pear 
growers. And the list, well-known to all of us, goes on. 

Perhaps, though, it’s best to end on a nonpartisan note. 

Regardless of which candidate wins, the economy should improve 
at least a little bit on Inauguration Day as we see a huge boon for 
the makers of mugs, rulers and place mats featuring pictures of the 
heads of all the presidents — and then the trickle-down effects of 
that on the rest of the economy (For you history buffs out there, 
this explains why the p ictures-oTp resident s-heads-on-various-crap 
industry was such a powerful lobby for the 22nd Amendment man- 
dating presidential term limits.) 

So, please vote on Nov. 4. The last thing our troubled economy 
needs is no one at all voting and George W. Bush having to remain in

HEMPSTEAD, MY. John Met ^ain assailed Barack 
Obama's character and his campaign posi- 
tions on taxes, abortion and more Wednesday 
night, hoping to turn their final presidential 
debate into a launching pad tor a political 
comeback. “You didn't tell the American 
people the truth,” he said. 

Unruffled, and ahead in the polls, Obama 
parried each charge, and leveled a lew ol his 
own. 

“One hundred percent, John, of your ads, 
100 percent of them have been negative,” 
Obama shot back in an uncommonly pe rson- 
al debate less than three weeks from Election 


Day 

“It’s not true,” McCain retorted. 

“It is true,” said Obama, seeking the last 
word. 

McCain is currently running all negative 
ads, according to a study by the University of 
Wisconsin -Madison. But he has run a number 
of positive ads during the campaign. 

The 90 -minute encounter, at a round table 
at Hofstra University, was their third debate, 
and marked the beginning of a 20-day sprint 
to Election Day. Obama leads in the national 
polls and in surveys in many battleground 
states, an advantage built in the weeks since 
the nation stumbled into the greatest eco^ 


nomie crisis since the Great Depression. 

With few exceptions, the campaign is being 
waged in states that voted Republican in 2004 
—Virginia, Colorado, Iowa— and in many of 
them, Obama holds a lead in the polls. 

McCain played the aggressor from the 
opening moments of the debate, accusing 
Obama of waging class warfare by seeking 
tax increases that would “spread the wealth 
around.” 

The Arizona senator also demanded to 
know the full extent of Obama’s relation- 
ship with William Ayers, a u)6os-era terror- 
ist and the Democrat's ties with ACORN , a 
liberal group accused of violating federal law 


as it seeks to register voters. And he insisted 
Obama disavow last week's remarks by Rep. 
John Lewis, a Democrat, who accused the 
Republican ticket of playing racial politics 
along the same lines as segregationists of the 
past. 

Struggling to escape the political drag of an 
unpopular Republican incumbent, McCain 
also said, “Sen. Obama, 1 am not President 
Bush. ... You wanted to run against President 
Bush, you should have run four years ago. ’ 

Obama returned each volley, and brushed 
aside McCain’s claim to full political indepen- 
dence.

McCains allegation that Obama had not 
leveled with the public involved the Illinois 
senator’s decision to forgo public financ- 
ing for his campaign in favor ol raising his 
own funds. As a result, he has far out raised 
McCain, although the difference lias been 
somewhat neutralized by an advantage the 
Republican National Committee holds over 
the Democratic Party. 

“He signed a piece of paper’ 1 earlier in the 
campaign pledging to accept federal financ- 
ing, Ale Cain said. He added that Obama’s 
campaign has spent more money than any 
since Watergate, a reterence to President 
Nixon’s re-election, a campaign that later 
became synonymous with scandal. 

Obama made no immediate response to 
McCain’s assertion about having signed a 
pledge to accept federal campaign funds. 

Asked about running mates, both presi- 
dential candidates said Democrat Joseph 
Biden was qualified to become president, 
although McCain added this qualifier: “in 
many respects/’ 

McCain passed up a chance to say his ow n 
running mate, Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin, was 
qualified to sit in the Oval Office, though 
he praised her performance as governor and 
noted her work on behalf oi special needs 
children. The Pal ins have a son born earlier 
this vear with Down Syndrome. 

Obama sidestepped when asked about 
Palin’s qualifications to serve as president, 
and he, too, praised her advocacy for special 
needs children. 

But he quickly sought to turn the issue 
to his advantage by noting McCain favors a 
spending freeze on government programs. 

“1 do want to just point out that autism, for 
example, or other special needs will require 
some additional funding if we’re going to get 
serious in terms of research. ... And if we have 
an across-the-board spending freeze, we’re 
not going to be able to do it,” he said. 

Next campaign stop: SNL 

Lome Michaels, the executive producer 
of "Saturday Night Live/' predicts that the 
presidential and vice presidential candidates 
will stop by the comedy show before the 
election. He also said in a phone interview with 
the Tribune s Maureen Ryan that Tina Fey will 
return to piay Gov. Sarah Palin. 

"I think sooner or later, everyone will come 
through,” Michaels said of the candidates. 

As for Fey coming back to reprise her role as 
Gov. Palin before the election, Michaels said, "I 
think thats likely."

Chicago-area rollway users who like to ride 
solo in the fast lane will have to pay for 
the privilege while many others will lose 
a lane under a Si. 8 billion plan unveiled 
Wednesday by Gov Blagojevich. 

Under the proposal, the inner lane of the 
most congested stretches of tollways would 
be designated express lanes intended for 
vehicles with two or more passengers, car- 
poolers and mass transit. 

( ’ars carrying only a driver also could use 
the "Green Lane,” but would have to pay a 
premium depending on time of day and the 
level of congestion. In Seattle, one of many 
cities where so-called high-occupancy-toll 
or HOT lanes are used, that can be as steep 
as $9 per ride. 

The S400 million project is part of a 
Larger effort that also includes S1.4 billion 
to build a new interchange connecting the 
Tri- State Toliway and Interstate Highway 
57, and rebuild the interchange between 
the Jane Addams Memorial Toliway and 
Interstate Highway 290. 

Blaming the legislature for failing to enact 
a statewide public-works plan, Blagojevich 
on Wednesday pointed to the toliway as his 
best tool to enhance the state s infrastruc- 
ture. 

“it you’re governor, you always have the 
tollway/’ he said. 

Blagojevich and tollway Chairman John 
Mitola touted “Green Lanes" plan as a way 
to reduce congestion and cut vehicle emis- 
sions. 

The total package would be financed by 
bonds backed by a “modest” toll increase 
for commercial vehicles and higher tolls for 
solo drivers using the Green Lanes. The new 
price structure hasn’t been determined. 

The Green Lanes effort would start in 
2010, but needs approval from the Toliway 
Board, which must also hold public hear- 
ings. 

The board does not need the General 
Assembly's approval for any of the work, 
spokeswoman Joe lie McGinnis said, citing 
the state's Toll Highway Act.

“Because 1 understand people are struggling, we 
will not raise property taxes,” Daley said. “Our long- 
term financial outlook would be worse without this 
important but painful step you took last year.” 

Daley’s speech began by focusing on the strug- 
gling national economy, noting spending cuts and 
fee increases by other cities and states. 

The budget also reveals yet another major 


restructuring at the Chicago Police Department. 

The administration wants to eliminate the posi- 
tion of first deputy and consolidate all department 
units under two assistant superintendents, one for 
administration and one for operations, according 
to the budget released Tuesday 

Supt, Jody Weis already shook up the depart- 
ment ranks within months of taking office in 
February The latest restructuring, effective Jan. 
1, will further uproot bosses and police manage- 
ment who have struggled with this year's rise in 
violent crime. 

Aldermen did not interrupt Daleys remarks 
with applause, although they did stand and clap 
as the mayor concluded his speech. 

A property tax increase meant there were 21 “no” 
votes on the 2008 budget plan approved a year ago. 
And some aldermen said Wed nesday they are happy 
that Daley’s 2009 proposal includes no such call for 
raising property taxes.

Normandi, 60, a Muslim. But by Monday 
night, several neighbors had complained 
and even threatened violence, according to 
the chamber.

Welcome to college football’s new normal, where No. 1 
changes hands every lew weeks, the preseason rankings 
become moot by mid-October and Toledo beating Michigan 
makes headlines only in northwest Ohio and Ann Arbor. 

One stat that might best sum up the past season and a half: 
Since the start of 2007, eight teams have held the No. 1 rank- 
ing during the regular season. 

In the previous nine years {1998-2006), a total of 15 teams 
held the top spot at some point during the regular season.

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The agit-punk outfit Against Me! specializes 
in what rock writers often call “intelligent 
angst” or “fierce politics," terms that are 
surprising mostly to those for whom "punk" 
could mean anything from the Sex Pistols to

But Against Mel’s brand of folk-punk is 
fiercely, smartly political, credit for which 
goes to writer/s inger Tom Gabel, who spits 
out lines like “Protest songs in response 
to military aggression” and makes them 
sound like anthems.

When I’m in an airport about to fly some- 
where I buy some magazines. When I check 
into a hotel 1 turn on CNN. 


What’s the first th ing you say to a kid who 
comes to the show and g ets energized, 
wants to go out and do something? 

Hopefully if someone feels energized by 
the music we play they’ll take away from it 
the feeling that they don’t need to rely on 
anyone else to do something, whether that’s 
starting a band, starting a fanzine, opening 
up a local chapter of Food Not Bombs or 
getting involved in their community in a dif- 
ferent way I shouldn’t have to say anything 
to anyone.

FOR REDEYE 

Raw Footage is the kind of band that has 
to use percentages to describe its music. 

Emcee Morris Brent breaks it down 
like this: “Maybe 40 percent hip-hop, 40 
percent rock, with the last 20 
percent being a blend of R&B 
and funk." 

Brent’s calculation is open 
to interpretation. But the 
band has spiked its fusion 
sound with socially active lyr- 
ics and an affection for diverse 
and varied musicality that can 
lead to provocative hip-hop 
flows as easily as it can lengthy 
jam-band interludes, 

“With most hip-hop you have an 
emcee and a producer laying down a 
beat,” bassist Scott Schaeffer said. “Two 
isolated elements. What we like is that 
we have this group el tort and a lot of 
avenues to pursue /I he band might come 


up with a guitar riff ora drum beat that 
leads Mo to his lyrics or the other wav 
around." 

Schaef fer was working in New York as 
a freelance musician when he met Brent. 
He uprooted his life to return to his 

hometown Chicago and join 
Raw Footage, 

“1 just listened to what Mo 
and these guys were doing, 
and that was it,” he said. 

The band has a large sup- 
porting cast, including Saya 
Goyal on vocals, Chris Ellison 
on drums. Brian Keys on 
Keyboard, Josh Floge on gui- 
tar, and a second emcee and 
lyricist named Sin City. 

Brent said he enjoys the experience of 
working with a band far more than oper- 
ating as a lone emcee. 

“There’s a level of musicianship with 
a band,” he said. “1 was a solo artist for 
quite a while, but 1 wanted to work with 


a live band. There’s just such an enor- 
mous difference in what you can do, and 
1 think in the last lew years hip-hop has 
lost respect for that musicianship.” 

Schaeffer said he thinks hip-hop has 
lost its message. “It has these negative 
messages about money and denigrat- 
ing women," he said. “I’m happy to be 
a part of a project that actually wants 
to make people aware of things that are 
relevant: Racism, poverty, injustice, you 
name it.” 

Added Brent, “1 was part of that scene. 
Two years ago I was performing in a club 
and listening to this stuff from other 
emcees and bands— you know, just out 
there screaming loud but not saying any- 
thing. What we try to do is make every 
song a story in itself, talking about life as 
it is on a daily basis.”

MCI 

People buy red 
staplers, Dwight 
Schrute bobbleheads 
and stuffed Dilberts 
for a reason: Many 
Americans are disen- 
chanted with their jobs, and those item — pop 
culture icons that symbolize the worst in 
office culture — affirm that others view the 
workplace with the same disregard, 

“I think it helps people to know they are 
not alone in their Frustrations/’ said Scott 
Adams, who created his “Dilbert" comic strip 
nearly two decades ago. 

In a sense* then, pop culture has become 
therapeutic for the disheartened worker. And 
while many books and movies have dealt with 
jobs that can suck the life out of their employ- 
ees, three sources have stood out as the ulti- 
mate symbols for everything wrong about the 
office: "Dilbert/ 1 the movie “Office Space* 
and the TV show “The Office/ 7 which airs at 
8 p.m/ Thursdays on NBC’. 

“Dilbert* started it all. In 1989, Adams 
debuted his strip about an engineer who deals 
daily with the frustrations of his workplace. It 
was a huge success, prompting readers to buy 
stuffed dolls, calendars and books. 

“People like to see me mock the things they 
can’t mock themselves without losing their 
job/' Adams said in an e-mail interview. “1 am 
sort of a surrogate voice for them. 11 

“Office Space/’ a cult favorite from 1999, 
features a trio of software employees trying 
to fight back against impending layoffs and a 
numbing office environment. 

As film critic Roger Ebert wrote, the movie 
is about work that crushes the spirit: “Office 
cubicles are cells, supervisors are the wardens, 
and modern management theory is skewed to 
employ as many managers and as few workers 
as possible." 

That “The Office 7 started out as a British 
TV show suggests that the view of the office 
as a dysfunctional family is not merely an 
American perception. The US. version of this 
sitcom takes place in a Pennsylvania paper 
company, where workers confront the boss" 
boneheaded decisions — and the awkward 
scenarios they foster— on a daily basis. 

With all that in mind, here's a look at 
how the office is viewed by the Big Three — 
“Dilbert/ 7 “The Office” and “Office Space. 77 


OFFICE ENVIRONMENT 

DILBERT; Dilbert calls his workplace The Land 
of Cubicles, where workers file into a maze 
of partitions. Artwork comes from low-cost 
Dogbert Corporate Art Source, which boasts 
the motto: "If it’s In a frame, it will look tike art 
to you.” 

OFFICE SPACE: The gray and mostly 
windowless Inttech building also is filled 
with cubicles. When consultants are brought 
in to recommend layoffs, a large banner is 
erected, asking workers: Is This Good For the 
Company?" 

THE OFFICE: Michael Scott has 
a room with window blinds 
that allow him to hide from 
employees when he makes 
unpopular decisions. 


EMPLOYEE VIEW OF WORK 

In the Big Three, no one wants to be at the 
office. 

THE OFFICE: Jim Halpert resists promotion, 
saying, "Because right now, this is a job. Sfl 
advance any higher, this would be my career. 
And If this were my career, I’d have to throw 
myself in front of a train. 

OFFICE SPACE: Peter Gibbons is even less 
positive. As he tells his therapist: "Ever since I 
started working, every single day of my life has 
been worse than the day before it. So 
that means that every single day 
that you see me, that’s on the 
worst day of my life." 

DILBERT: It s Dogbert who 
acts as the therapist, telling 
Dilbert, "You suffer from the dull 
ache of insignificance,” 


TECHNOLOGY 

Technology in the Big Three represents yet 
another inconvenience, 

THE OFFICE: Michael resists a new Web site, 
preferring older methods of doing business. 
"People will not be replaced by machines." he 
declares, after crashing a car with a navigation 
system. "In the end, life and business are about 
human connections. And computers are about 
trying to murder you in a lake.” 

DILBERT: Technology is confusing. As Dilbert 
once said at a presentation: "You won t read 
my technical report, so i summarized it in 
this complicated slide Jf you stare at it tong 
enough, you will either experience the illusion 
of understanding it or be too embarrassed to 
admit you don't," 

OFFICE SPACE: The three main characters take 
out their frustrations on a printer, beating it to 
bits with a bat. 














L05ING YOUR JOB 

In the Big Three, workers seem less concerned 
about promotion and job satisfaction than with 
simply keeping their jobs. Yet the threat of 
layoffs and outsourcing is always there, 

OFFICE SPACE; The arrival of "efficiency 
experts" signals pending layoffs. The experts- 
also known as "the Bobs”-question workers on 
what they do, to which Peter replies that his key 
motivation is to work just hard enough to not 
get fired, 

THE OFFICE; After Michael blurts out that the 
Scranton branch will be shut down, employees 
who stayed on out of convenience suddenly 
have to ponder life after the office. 

DILBERT; Since management doesn't like 
firings, other methods in the Big Three are 
employed. In "Dilbert," the boss tells one 
worker, "it’s my policy to make your job so 
unpleasant that you quit"

While employees 
occasionally 
get along quite 
well (like Jim 
and Pam, right) 
in "The Office, 
personalities often 
dash, 

THE OFFICE; 

After the merger, 

Andy and Dwight 
become instant 
competitors, as 
Andy seeks to 
become Michael s 
No. 2, This causes 
Dwight to fight 
back. As he 
discloses: 'i have 
decided to shun Andy Bernard for the next 
three years ... which I’m looking forward to. its 
an Amish technique; its like slapping someone 
with silence.” 

DILBERT; Office worker Watly explains his 
tendency to blame his mistakes on dead or 
nonexistent people: "I used to blame living co- 
workers but it made the meetings awkward.” 
OFFICE SPACE: The difference in worker 
perception of the job is apparent after Peter 
declares "I gotta get out of here— I think I'm 
gonna lose it." Another worker, upon hearing 
this, declares, "Uh oh-sounds like someone’s 
got a case of the Mondays!" 


MANAGEMENT 

The Big Three view managers as clueless 
schmucks who thrive on minutiae and couldn't 
make a decision if their lives depended on it. 
OFFICE SPACE: 

Bill Lumbergh is a 
condescending boss 
who has no life outside 
the office. When faced 
with a difficult task-iike 
firing an employee 
named Milton 
Waddams-he has 
someone else doit. 

THE OFFICE: Michael 
Scott is ignorant of 
the fact that none of his employees respect 
him, (He owns a "Worlds Best Boss" mug he 
bought for himself,} When asked how he views 
himseif as a supervisor, he says, "I guess the 
atmosphere that I’ve tried to create here is 
thatTm a friend first and a boss second, and 
probably an entertainer third,” While Michael 
is quick to do things unrelated to work, he 
delegates serious duties-like announcing cuts 
in health care benefits-to others, 

DILBERT: Dilbert s "pointy-headed boss,” 
meanwhile, is a micro-manager who doesn't 
listen to employees. In one meeting, the boss 
announces, "That’s the plan. Now I will listen 
to your irrational concerns” before putting 
headphones on,

Travelers lugging laptop computers worry 
about losing them, with good reason. The hard- 
ware is worth hundreds or thousands of dollars, 
and lost or stolen data could be priceless. 

But safeguarding your machine is no 
cinch. Just ask Luke M, Ford, founder and 
chief executive of a tech-support company in 
Scottsdale, A riz. 

On a recent jaunt to San Diego, he stashed 
his Si, 400 laptop under a desk in his hotel 
room. When he returned 30 minutes later, it 
was gone. His traveling companion had left 
the door open. 

Fortunately Ford had encrypted his data 
and backed up his files on a remote Web site. 
He bought another laptop, and “bv 9:18 a.m. 
Monday, my office team had my new com- 
puter working with all the data. 1 

It takes just a moment to lose your laptop. By 
taking precautions, you can reduce the chanc- 
es and minimize vour loss, sources: my computer

Tie if up; lock it up 

Would you leave your wallet or purse in 
full view in a hotel room? So why do that wit! 
your laptop? If Ford had secured his laptop t 
the desk with a security cable, which many 
newer computers have fittings for, he might 
have it still. 

Travel incognito 

Carry your computer in an inconspicuous 
bag, not one that screams, "i have a $2,500 
piece of machinery in here!" But dont go 
entirely undercover. TSA employees suggest 
taping a business card, or at least your name 
and phone number, to the bottom of your 
laptop. That helps anyone who finds your lost 
computer to return it. 

Take care at airport checkpoints 

>sTo thwart thieves, walk through the metal 
detector before your computer goes through 
the scanner. Retrieve it immediately. 

»You might avoid fumbling if you use what the 
TSA calls a "checkpoint friendly" laptop bag or 
compartment, which gives X-ray machines a 


dear view. For details on this new option, visit 
tsa.gov and search for "laptop." 

»As with any valuable, never pack your 
computer in check-in luggage. 

Get password-protected 

Require a password to log onto your laptop. 

It s not foolproof, but it might thwart a casual 
data thief. 

Be wary of wireless 

Data might be vulnerable. In a study released 
in September by Cornell University’s School of 


Hotel Administration in Ithaca, N.Y., researcher 
Josh Ogle said it took him just minutes to 
hack into transmissions on wireless networks 
in lobbies and restaurants at many of the 39 
hotels he visited, using less than $100 worth of 
equipment he ordered on the Internet. 

Go remote

Google phone 
flexes its muscle 


G1 could give iPhone 
a run for its money

The Google phone is now the second phone 
I’ve forced myself to put down so I could get 
some sleep. 

The first was Apple's game-changing 
iPhone, and while it remains to be seen if 
the Google phone will have the same impact 
that Steve Jobs* beauty has had, 1 can say 
this: This phone deserves to be part of the 
same conversation as the iPhone. 

Called the T-Mobile Gi, it goes on sale 
Wednesday 

The phone’s debut is significant because 
Google, like Apple, has the muscle to change 
an industry The Gi is the first of what is 
expected to be many phones using Google's 
Android open-source mobile platform. 

Is this Gi better than the iPhone? Well, 
are the Cubs better than the Sox? 

The Gi is better it you like a physical key- 
pad to tap out messages. If you’re enamored 
by the iPhone s multi-touch controls, the Gi 
may not impress you. 

The Gi is a very attractive phone, even if 


it is thicker and heavier than the iPhone. IPs 
intuitive too — in the week I’ve been testing 
it, 1 have vet to open the manual. 

The Gi runs on 1 -Mobile’s new jG net- 
work and is largely controlled by a touch 
screen, but not exclusively There are three 
w T ays to navigate: touch, a keypad and a 
trackball. I completely overlooked the 
trackball at first. But when 1 handed the 
phone to my wife, a BlackBerry user, the 
first thing she did was use the trackball. 

“BlackBerry users gravitate toward the 
track ball,*’ said Rhone Rarick, T-Mobile*s 
senior brand manager. “Younger consumers 
gravitate toward the keypad because they 
like to text a lot,” 

Four hard keys sit on the bottom of the 
phone, with the track ball in the middle. 

The keys are lor making and ending a call, 
one for the home screen and a back button. 
Above the trackball is a menu pad that will 
bring up a set of commands depending on 
the application you are using. 

Activation was a snap: You’ll be prompted 
for a Google account if you don’t have one 
(it’s required). My phone was activated— and 
all my contacts, with e-mail addresses and 
phone numbers — were downloaded onto 
the Gi in minutes. Lovely.
